Every citizen 
can thus know what the school in his district has cost, 
and may become the auditor of the accounts. It is be- 
lieved that no State in the Union furnishes a similarly 
minute detail of expenses.

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The summary included in the report of the State 
Board of Education, and the State tables immediately 
following, give a comprehensive view of the condition 
of the public schools during the last school year, 
ending July 31, 1890. The statistical reports of the 
School Commissioners of Baltimore, and of the school 
conmiissioners of ihe several counties, present in 
minute detail the facts concerning the school, and show 
the receipts and disbursements for their support. 

A copy of the following circular, dated October 30, 
1890, was sent to each Examiner. The replies which are 
annexed, omitting formal address and conclusion, to- 
gether with the statements accompanying the several 
reports, will doubtless be read with great interest. 

Dbar Sir :--I respectfully request that you forward me, by the 
fifteenth of next December, a Supplemental Report, for publication 
in the twenty-fourth Annual Report of the State Board of Educa. 
tion. 

It will be very gratifying if, in addition to the statement of facts 
regarding your County work, you will freely and fully discuss such 
topics, and make such suggestions, as your observation, experience, 
study and thinking have Jed you to believe important and useful to 
the cause of Public Education in Maryland. 

May I not respectfully claim such a report as a duty due from you 
to the State, and may I not hope that, as such, you will thus cheer- 
fully contribute to the variety, the interest and the value of the 
Annual Report ?

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CAROLINE— M. B. Stevens, Examiner. 

My Dbab Sir : — In submitting our report for the fiscal year just 
closed it will be found upon examination that there has been an 
increase in the average attendance of oiir pupils while the enroll, 
ment is about the same as for the previous year. If a comparison 
be instituted between this report and the one made three years ago 
for this county it will be found that, while the enrollment of pupils 
has increased seven per cent,, the number in the sixth grade (this 
is the highest grade in our district schools) has increased twenty per 
cent. This certainly is an evidence of mental growth among our 
pupils and an argument can easily be deduced from this comparison 
to show that the standard of intellectual development is being 
gradually raised in our schools. I find, too, that there has been a 
marked change in the deportment of pupils which leads me to 
believe that our pupils are not bad from innate depravity but that 
their conduct is governed materially by outside influence. The 
school which formerly required the presence of a male teacher* 
who not only had brains but especially mttscle, now yields submis' 
sively to the soft speech of the female ; and with ninety per cent, of 
our teachers of their sex there is not one half so much disorderly 
conduct in our schools as there was twenty years ago when the 
male teachers were in the majority. I believe that our school sys- 
tem has wrought the change. Teachers known to be of good moral 
character to preside over them for six hours each day ; a chapter 
read from the Bible ; the recital of the Lord's prayer in concert ; a 
song ; the recital of apt quotations ; **proper punishment for im- 
moral deeds ; '' justice and honesty commended and encouraged 
and a sincere regard for character building have all contributed to 
this result and won popular favor for our corps of teachers. 

Nothing embairasses us so much nor operates against the efflci. 
ency of our schools to such an extent as the paltry sum paid as 
salary to our second grade teachers. No county in the State pays 
less and our surrounding counties pay much larger salaries than 
-we and for this reason we are in constant danger of losing our most 
efbcient teachers. It is remarkable that we have so many good 
teachers ; but these same teachers would do better work if they felt 
that they were properly compensated for their services and those 
who are dear at any price we could get rid of. Where the salary of 
teachers closely approximates the wages of servants there will be 
found many of the. latter who pride themselves that they are quali- 
fied for the delicate position of teacher and it sometimes happens 
that their applications are favorably considered. It is extremely 
unfortunate for our county with a small assessable basis that its 
territory requires so many school districts. The consequence is 
that the amount our people levy for the support of schools, which 
is nearly twenty-five per cent, of the taxes levied, is insufficient to 
run our schools long enough or to pay to our teachers a proper 
salary. Notwithstanding this misfortune, however, I believe our 
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taxpayers have awakened to the fact that it is false economy to 
make a levy insufficient to insure competent teachers and will de- 
mand that a larger amount be appropriated for the needs of the 
schools. In my efforts to place our schools upon a higher plane of 
excellence and nsef ulness I have been aided to a very great extent 
by our county editors who have devoted much time to a discussion 
of the importance of public instructions and to the needs of our 
public schools. I am free to say that through their efforts the true 
object of a common school education has become better understood 
and our schools are becoming better appreciated and more highly 
approved. I have implicit faith in their continued support and in 
their determination to have given to our school system that atten- 
tion which importance demands. 

Apart from drawing, which is now taught in many of our shools, 
no effort has been made to introduce industrial or manual training* 
When I first became identified with school work as a public school 
teacher, manual training was one of the topics which engaged my 
attention and since that time I have given it no little thought as to 
its proper relation to public school work. I am now and have been 
impressed with its value from an educational standpoint, but I am 
far from being a convert to the idea that it should be incorporated 
into our system of public instruction and be made a distinct feat- 
ure of our public schools — at least the schools of this county. The 
complaint is often made by many of our well meaning and intelli- 
gent people that our schools already attempt to teach too much ; 
that our public school curriculum is crowded with too many studies ; 
that the pupils' hurry to complete all the prescribed books breeds 
habits of^arelessness which operates against thoroughness and ac- 
•curacy in the elementary or fundamental subjects and contend 
that our boys and girls would be better equipped for the ordinary, 
every day demands of life were we to eliminate some of the 
branches that are now taught and give the same time to fewer 
studies. Whether these . points are well taken or not it is evident 
that, considering the average period they attend school, our pupils 
•cannot be as thorough in all the subjects that we now teach as we 
would have them, and to introduce new subjects and make the work 
in the other studies less thorough, seems to me to be impracticable. 
I believe our Board has never contemplated free text books for 
our schools. Under ordinary circumstances text books should be 
free ; for free text books are in keeping with a free school system. 
But in our State there are more plausible objections against their 
free use than obtain elsewhere. If we have been observant we 
find that about one half of the pupils that attend our schools are 
children of parents who pay. no taxes. They do not contribute one 
penny toward defraying public expense. They have free access to 
all public institutions and are not even asked to make a contribu- 
tion for their maintenance. In view of this it is not right to call 
upon the other half who defray all the expenses to purchase the 
books for those who pay no taxes. If there were a tax of some 
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kind that would reach this class of people I would gladly favor free 
text books ; but so long as our tax laws remain as they are it is 
better not to adopt tree text books. I think it is unfortunate that 
^very county was left t-o select its own text books. Our school 
population fluctuates considerably from one county to another and 
where it becomes necessary to throw aside one lot of text books, 
and purchase others in order to pursue the same studies, it works a 
hardship upon that class of patrons, the tenants, who are least able 
to be subjected to this extra expense. 

There are many of our teachers who never had the advantages 
of a normal training nor have they ever pursued a course of read- 
ing bearing directly upon pedagogy. Recognizing this lack of 
preparation the organization of a State Teachers' Reading Circle 
was hailed with delight as affording to the teachers an opportu- 
nity to pursue a course of reading beariug directly upon school 
room work, with but little cost, and without necessitating them to 
give up their work while they study the course. The first years' 
work was marked with great success as every teacher was a mem. 
ber, but during the year just closed it was quite noticeable that 
interest was waning and the reports from various sections were 
unsatisfactory. Recognizing the rare opportunities for self improve- 
ment it ought to commend itself to every thoughtful teacher, but it 
is my experience that it is a difficult task to get the teachers to 
take hold of it and give it that support it should receive. We shall 
renew our efforts the coming year and hope to make a more favor- 
able report. 

It will be seen by reference to the report that our schools were 
kept open but three terms which is an unusual term for our schools. 
It was not due to a lack of resources but because we could not get 
■our levy from the county at 4he proper time. We concluded it 
would be better to cloee the schools than tobe unable to meet our 
bills when due. Next year we expect to run the usual time—S 3-5 
terms. 

Our Board heartily approves the change made in our law making 
the fiscal and scholastic years close at the same time. 

During the year we held a two-days teachers' association and 
were ably assisted by Prof, and Mrs. M. A. Newell. 



CHARLES— F. J. Maddox, Examiner. 

Dbar Sir :— While we have not accomplished a great deal, I am 
disposed to think our schools are not laggards in the race of pro- 
gress. The irregularity with which our pupils attend school doe« 
much to discourage both teachers and pupils. This irregularity is 
not caused from any want of appreciation on the part of our pa- 
trons, but it is from the fact of our population being purely agri- 
cultural, and forced from sheer necessity to keep their children 
<many of them) for the most part, engaged with the crops from 
^arly Spring until late in the Fall. 
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Notwithstanding these discouraging obstacles, good reports have 
been heard from many of those who have been awarded free- 
scholarships in the State Colleges, and who have entered various 
educational institutions. Let the foci be not forgotten that they 
received their ground-work from the teachers of our Public Schools, 

SCHOOL SUPRRVISION. 

I regard the visiting of schools and the examination of pupils 
the most important, as well as the most delicate, work to be per- 
formed by the examiner. 

The teachers are often confronted with conflicting ideas and 
suggestions from patrons upon entering the school. Should the 
examiner follow in the rear with his ideas, formulated upon what 
he deems experience, and urge a radical change in the method 
introduced by the teacher, it would entail endless confusion and 
prove a great source of annoyance to all concerned. I believe that 
full and free expression of thoughts concerning school D;ianage- 
ment should be indulged in by the teachers and examiner, and 
some plan formulated by which the best results may be obtained. 
Fault-finding and criticisms should never be brought to bear upon 
a teacher. 

During my visits to the schools I have urged upon the pupils, in 
common with other things, the importance of observing the little 
courtesies so essential in lifers journey. When the proper spirit is 
infused into an examination, and illustrations bearing upon the 
subject in hand are presented with life and earnestness, it seems ta 
give new inspiration to the children, and causes a teacher of pride 
to aim at a higher standard for self and the school. 

NBW SCHOOLS. 

• 

Our Commissioners have been importuned, from time to time, by 
white and colored delegations asking for more schools, notwith- 
standing the census returns indicate a large decrease of population 
and the fact that every year new schools are built or moved to 
more convenient locations, I have called attention to this fact to 
show that our people are awake to the importance of education. 

LIBRARIES. 

Applications have been made for assistance in establishing local 
libraries in the County, but the pressing demand for better build, 
ings and furniture have shut out the possibility of their being 
granted. 

As a safe-guard to the school property, the Board has found it 
necessary to insure it \ since doing so we have had two slight fires, 
which were promptly adjusted. With better crops and an increas. 
ing appreciation for lecurning, it is to be hoped that if there cannot 
be an increase in the enrollment that there may be better attend- 
ance on the part of those enrolled. 
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DORCHESTER— Dr. James L. Bryan, Examiner. 

In 1885, in response to the request of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, the Examiners of the several counties submitted reports of 
the school -work in the State, for the twenty years succeeding the 
establishment of a general school system in Maryland, and the 
adoption of the admirable school law, called The Van Bokkelen 
Law, in honor of its author, the first superintendent of education 
in the State. 

By reference to these reports of the county school examiners, it 
will be seen that immense strides had been made during the years 
from 1864 to 1885, in the work of educating the youth of the State. 

My own connection with this work began in February, 1807, and 
has continued for twenty-three years. Although still able to dis- 
charge the duties of the office of examiner, secretary and treasurer^ 
notwithstanding the great increase In the work, due to the large 
increase in the number of the schools and of pupils attending them, 
still there is sadness connected with the retrospect in the fact that 
I am the only one left of the original presidents of the boards 
under the Van Bokkelen law. 

In that report of 1885, and the one for 1884, quite a number of 
suggestions are made of more or kss utility in school work and 
superintendence ; several have already been adopied either in the 
law or the Rules and Regulations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

I would again renew the recommendation of one trustee for each 
school in the country districts, principally because one trustee can 
be reached easily, while it is almost impossible to convene the 
present boards, composed of three members. I would add, a Town 
School Board, for towns like Cambridge having ten to fifteen 
schools. A single board for the whole town, under the supervision 
of the School Board would act. together, and in the mere work of 
thorough grading of the town schools demonstrate the benefit of 
such an arrangement. An alternative method of having such 
town schools under the immediate control of the School Board and 
Examiner without any trustees, is also suggested. 

EXAMINBRS' DUTIES. 

The work of an Examiner is a severe one. The oversight of a 
large number of schools, of a large number of teachers of various 
degrees of talent, disposition and character, of thousands of pupils, 
the semi-annual visitation and examination of all the schools, the 
care of the property, houses, furniture, etc., examination of 
teachers, work at institutes and teachers^ associations, the keeping 
up with the steady advance in the science of education, examina- 
tion and trial of methods, etc ; all added to the heavy work in the 
office, in securing and having ready at all times the large funds 
needed for teachers^ salaries, purchase of books, furniture, etc., 
the management and disposal of the text books, necessary changes 
in these at proper times, etc., etc., all combine to keep one con- 

3 
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Btantly employed and ever anxious to keep the entire system work- 
ing harmoniously. Notwithstanding the help afforded by the 
School Board and occasionally by good boards of trustees -the 
main work of the schools, except the actual teaching of the pupils, 
devolves upon the examiner. 

It Is a wise provision of the school law, therefore, that an exam- 
iner should devote his whol^ time to the duties of his office, and 
the compensation for such services should be commensurate with 
the importance of his duties and the faithful discharge of them. 

With such inducements, there would, no doubt, be improvement 
in the material of these officers. Few men can expect to succeed 
in the work, unless their hearts and minds are engaged in it, and 
unless their services are properly rewarded. 

In this County, we have had opportunity to try some experi- 
ments and the results have been gratifying. The use of bi- 
weekly reports of the schools, by postal cards, began here and the 
good results have led to their introduction in other counties. In 
the * 'Consolidated Report Books'' — in separate receipts and dis- 
bursements books, arranged so as to present at a glance, the several 
sources of income and the different expenditure accounts, making 
it comparatively easy to present to the board full financial reports 
every quarter, we have found great convenience, while their accu- 
racy makes a mistake in the financial accounts almost an impos- 
sibility. 

We have added this year ''Rules and Regulations for Teachers 
and Pupils ^^ on large card-boards, to to hung up in the school 
rooms, and read and explained occasionally to the pupils. Amongst 
these rules is a promise on honor , to be signed by the pupils on en- 
tering the school. It reads as follows : 

''I promise, upon honor, that I will faithfully discharge my duties 
as a pupil of this school, will carefully observe the rules and regu- 
lations adopted, and will diligently pursue the studies appointed 
me, with the earnest desire to reflect credit upon the school by my 
industry and good conduct and to fit myself for the serious duties 
of life." 

The appeal to the honor and character of pupils is al«eays a safe 
one, and I am assured by teachers who have carried out these sug- 
gestions that the very best results have followed the adoption of 
the appeal. Besides, it helps to get rid of corporal punishment — 
so degrading to pupils — a result most devoutly to be wished for. 

Of course, there are teachers who will have their own methods, 
and no suggestions of Examiner or School Board will ever lift them 
out of the ruts in which they have been travelling. 

THB SEMINARY CASE. 

During the past year a most interesting case has come to judicial 
decision in this County, in which school authorities elsewhere 
should be deeply interested. The case is this. The Cambridge 
Female Seminary, an incorporated school of this town, established 
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loy law in 1858, six or seven years before the Van Bokkelen law was 
enacted, receiving state aid to the amount of five hundred do liars 
per annum, and at one time a donation of five thousand dollars 
towards the enlargement of the buildings, after years of usefulness* 
was reduced so low in the attendance of its pupils, by the general 
adoption of the free public school system, that the trustees feared 
it might be necessary to abandon the school altogether and to give 
up the State donation. The stock held by a small number of 
friends of the institution in Cambridge had only a nominal value, 
.as it was looked upon as a contribution to the funds for the pur. 
chase of the house and grounds, and also as a compliance with the 
law, that no trustee could be chosen who did not hold at least one 
share of the stock. 

Last Spring, when the ^vil fortunes of the school warned all of 
a possibly early closing of the school, a gentleman of this town 
secured shares quietly, with the evident intention of getting all he 
could for his investment. At one time it looked as if he would suc- 
ceed in acquiring, for a few hundred dollars, a large part, if not 
a.11, of this valuable property. 

In this, however, he was opposed by the other stock holders and 
a majority of the board of trustees. As the gentleman had se- 
-cured a majority of the shares of the stock, then issued and paid 
for, the board of trustees decided to re-issue stock, issued in 1868 but 
never paid for—the purchasers being dead or having removed. These 
shares, constituting a majority of the stock, required to be issued 
l)y the act of incorporation, were taken by the School Board of the 
coanty for the sole purpose of securing this valuable property for 
school purposes, and if a legal union with the School Board could 
not be accomplished to rent the property from the trustees and 
<M>ntinue it as a High-school, thus saving to the County the annual 
State donation of |500. 

The opposing party, by an adroit purchase of a mortgage lien 
apon the property, attempted to sell the entire property for cash. 
The board of Trustees of the seminary tendered money in pay- 
ment, which the other side refused to take, as he contended it was 
State money and could not be used by the School Board in the pur- 
• chase of the stock. 

As a similar case had been decided by the Court of Appeals (see 
School Board of Wicomico County vs. School Board of Worcester 
'County, 35 Md. Report), the board of trustees resisted, and a tem- 
porary injunction was granted by the court and the case came up 
for trial early in December, 1890. The plea for perpetual injunc- 
tion was ably urged by the counsel for the trustees and opposed by 
-the counsel for the holder of the mortgage. 

The decision will be received by all school authorities with in* 
terest, as the case may lead to arrangements by which many of the 
.academies in the State may become the high-schools in our school 
>0ygtem. 

Daring the last session of the legislature (1890) such a union was 
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accomplished by statute, in the case of the Easton Academy and 
the School Board of Talbot County (See laws of 1890). 

A virtual union of the Cambridge Academy with the public 
school system in Dorchester County has existed, with the utmost 
harmony between the parties interested, and with the greatest ad- 
vantage to the community, for over twenty years. 

Although the decision of the Seminary Case has not yet been 
made, yet the institution is carried on in co-operation with the pub- 
lic school system, by the renting of the property from the Board of 
Trustees of the Seminary. This rental, together with the State 
donation and the assistance from the School Board of the County, 
enables the Trustees and the School Board to run the Seminary as a 
Free High School open to all, with a corps of teachers and a full 
high school course of studies.* 

WORK IN THE SCHOOLS. 

While there is great improvement in the actual teachers^ work,, 
yet the Examiner still regrets the neglect of object teaching in 
many of the schools, and a too servile use of text books is more the rule- 
than otherwise. Even in arithmetic, where object teaching is so 
fruitful of good results, there is not that use of objects to give t^uick 
instruction in concrete numbers, and thus lead pleasantly to ab- 
stract number, which would be so valuable in teaching the science 
of arithmetic. 

Map drawing and clay, or putty building up of the continental 
structures are still far behind what one could desire. 

Language lessons are now used exclusively in place of the old^ 
time elementary grammars. After a full course of exercises in lan-^ 
guage use, a short course in systematic grammar fits the pupil for 
rhetoric and literature and composition. 

THE COLORED SCHOOLS. 

There is great pleasure and just pride in stating that our colored 
schools are a credit to our system. When I began my work in thi& 
County in 1867, there were no colored schools connected with the 
public school system. There were two or three run by friends out- 
side of the State. The School Board of that day made a small 
appropriation to two of those schools, and gradually increased the 
amount until the new school law of 1872 placed such schools di 
rectly under the control of the School Board. Since that day these 
schools have increased from two or three to forty ^ and the teachers 
compare favorably with the white teachers, considering the poor 
advantages they have had to make themselves expert teachers. 
With two or three exception^ these schools occupy houses belong- 
ing to the school authorities, built generally for school purposes, 
and with comfortable furniture, black-boards, etc. One house in 
Cambridge, used by colored pupils, cost nearly twenty-five hundred 
dollars, another in E. New Market cost over one thousand dollars 

* The Conrt ordered the receipt of other money than that paid by the School Board 
for the stock, as they did not deem it necessary to decide the point of the legality of 
snoh purchase by the Board, and the holder of the mortgage finally reoeiyed tb» 
money tendered. The costs were diyided between the parties to the trial.

There it? small but a steady increase in the numbers attending the 
-schools, and the results are quite gratifying. 

It is a great credit to the powers that be that this work has been 
done so well. It is honorable to the authorities, and should dispel 
^11 doubts of fairness in the matter of educating this class of our 
people. 

It will help the overworked Examiner greatly if the separation of 
the accounts of the white and colored schools were ended, and that 
in the matter of accounts, funds, reports, etc., etc., the whole body 
of the schools were made alike. The schools themselves, of course, 
remain separate for the two races, but there can be no valid reasons 
for keeping these financial accounts separate. 

Governor Lloyd, in onie of his messages, strongly urged a consoli- 
dation of these accounts and reports with those of the white 
schools. 

A mere reference to the sources from which these funds for the 
use of the colored schools are obtained will show the irregularity of 
the present method of distributing the appropriations. 

1. A special appropriation by the legislature of one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars, an amount actually greater, pro 
rata, for each colored pupil than is obtained for each white pupil 
from the State school tax. 

2. The Free School Fund confined to the white schools exclu- 
sively. 

3. The division of any county school tax between the white and 
colored pupils according to the amount paid by the colored popu- 
lation for school purposes only, while the balance of the county 
tax for schools is paid to the whites. 

4. The division of the oyster license receipts in the counties be- 
tween the whites and colored according to the amounts severally 
paid by the whites and colored. This complicated system besides 
being exceedingly troublesome to keep correctly, is not the proper 
way to levy taxes for any purpose, more especially for the schools. 

In the State School Report of 1889, in Tables H, I and K, are de- 
tailed statements of the work in the colored schools. The total 
expense is placed at $207,975.20, but there can be little doubt that 
more money is actually expended in these schools. 

FINANCES. 

For some years the School Board of this County has exercised 
such care in the management of the funds at their disposal, and 
the receipts from Oyster License have increased so much that "we 
have been gradually accumulating a surplus. This year it amounted 
to over ten thousand dollars. The Board decided to begin a 
thorough overhauling of the School Houses, the out-buildings, 
furniture, etc., and we will have over twenty new or restored build- 
ings, with better furniture and out-buildings. Large slate black' 
boards have been adopted, replacing the wooden ones, or plated 
'Wall surfaces. It is to be hoped that we may be able to complete 
the entire refitting throughout the county. 
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CHANGES IN THE LAW. 

As some changes in the school law seem to be needed, I would 
add to the suggestions made elsewhere, the necessity of controlling* 
the regular attendance of pupils. 

An addition to the law might be made, giving authority to the 
school trustees to exclude all pupils, who were persistently irregul^ir 
in their attendance. 

Some such arrangement prevails in city schools, and it should be 
extended to the village and rural fechools. It is believed that a 
regulation of this nature would stimulate parents to send their 
children with more regularity. Absence without valid excuse for 
three days— suspending a pupil— and continued absence for a 
longer period — excluding him entirely. Irregular attendance of 
pupils is the bane of our school work. It prevents the progress of 
those who attend regularly, while it utterly destroys all hope of 
real improvement in those who attend irregularly. . The law to 
close all small schools, having an attendance below ten, should be 
made absolute, and should be promptly executed throughout the 
the State. 

While there was general regret 'at the loss of the valu- 
able services of Professor M. A. Newell, for so many years the able 
head of the school system in the State, there has been no hesita- 
tion on the part -of his warmest friends and supporters to do their 
duty in the places they fill, and to uphold loyally the Constituted 
Authorities of the State, in charge of the Public Schools. 

The change, having been made, would it not be wise to carry out 
now, another change, which has been recommended again and 
again? It is the separation of the duties of the Principal of the- 
Normal School and the superintendence of the entire school system. 

It is too evident that the duties of each position are enough for* 
one man, however able and efBlcient. Besides there must be fre- 
quent occasions when the duties actually interfere, if they do not 
conflict. The mere fact that Maryland is the only State in the 
Union, in which such an arrangement exists, is of itself, a pregnant 
reason for considering the matter, and many of the best school men 
in the State strongly advise, the separation of the duties, and the 
appointment of a State Superintendent of Education who would 
not be charged with the control of the Normal School. The advan- 
fjages of such an arrangement greatly outweigh any additional ex- 
pense that might be incurred, while the great increase in the 
duties of the State Supervision and in the control of the Normal- 
School make the change an absolute necessity. 



HARFORD — John D. Worthington, Examiner. 

My Bbar Sir :— I herewith transmit the tabulated report of the 
public schools of Harford County for the year ending July 31, 1890. 
The fiscal year having been shortened two months by an Act of the 
last Legislature, some items in the report should be examined with. 
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thia in view when compared with the same for the preceding year. 
I may add in this connection that I have found the change a very 
desirable one. 

Our appliances, such as houses, furniture and books are, with 
very few exceptions, good. In a number of cases we lack suitable 
houses and furniture for the colored school^; but our greatest draw- 
back in this line is an efficient corps of teachers. I do not hesitate 
to say that I have more difficulty in securing twenty-two suitable 
colored teachers than one hundred and fourteen white ones. I 
anxiously look forward to the day when we may rely upon the 
Colored Normal School of this State tor our colored teachers. 

In many cases, too, it is difficult to secure prompt and regular at- 
tendance of colored children. Having satislied their ambition by 
enrolling their names at school, the very ones most in need of its 
benefits are the ones most apt to be absent. Recognizing the large 
factor they have become in some sections, I see no higher duty the 
State has to perform than to do what she can to educate this large 
class of her citizens. 

Our white teachers are well equipped for their work, and will 
compare favorablj^ in professional education and practical skill, I 
take it, with any corps in the State. The best evidence we have of 
this is that our most efficient teachers are continually being drawn 
into the counties which pay better salaries than Harford, while we 
again have to train the raw recruits. Male teachers are singularly 
scarce with us, yet certain schools demand them. This dearth is 
rather surprising when we consider how the various callings open 
to young men are now overcrowded; in this county it is quite as 
difficult to secure a suitable principal for an important school as for 
a single room school, and I believe that male students should be 
especially encouraged to equip themselves at the State Normal 
School. 

I aim as far as I am able by official visits to all the different 
schools to keep up a close personal intimacy with the teachers and 
pupils. On these visits I try to be of all the service I can; and, 
while seeking to find that which deserves commendation and giving 
it unstintingly, I remember that the prime duty of an examiner is 
to improve what he can. It is my pleasant duty to testify how 
kindly my suggestions have been taken by our teachers, and I think 
in good faith carried out. While our enrollment for the past year 
was slightly under that of the previous year, the average attend- 
ance, which much more plainly shows the vigor and value of the 
schools, was considerably improved. In fact it was as high as that 
of any county^s in the State for the preceding year, which had the 
fall ten months^ school. The system of calculating the average at- 
tendance in this State is very misleading unless explained; by it 
our average for the year was a shade under fifty per cent, of the 
enrollment, yet I am confident that for no month was it less than 
seventy-five per cent, of the pupils &ono ^de in school. 

No better proof of the interest our people feel in their schools 
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could be given than the voluntary contributions they give towards 
erecting all new houses the Board contracts for. During the past 
year with one exception these contributions have ranged from ten 
to twenty per cent, of the cost of each new house. But just now 
we are doing much better than this; the Board has lately come into 
possession of a handsome new three-room house and lot at Darling- 
ton, worth nearly $5,000, at a cost to them of |1,500. Besides being 
an ornament to the town, it is admirably adapted to its purpose, 
with gymnasium attached, an abundance of genuine slate ^^lack- 
boards in each room, and is heated throughout by steam. 
The chief donor of this property is our philanthropist, D. C. "Whar- 
ton Smith, Esq., who has no children of his own of school age, but 
whose name is synonymous with every public -spirited act in that 
thrifty section. 

I desire in conclusion to thank the faculty of the State Normal 
School for the valuable assistance they rendered at our Annual 
Teachers' Institute which was held during the first week of Sep- 
tember; they sowed good seed whose fruit we will gather for many 
months to come. 



Academies and High Schools. 

Table ''Jf" exhibits the condition and work of these 
important institutions, and the amount of the donation 
each receives. from the State. 

Colleges. 

Table "i" gives a list of the Colleges receiving aid 
from the State, and shows severally, the number and 
sex of the students, the branches taught, and the 
amount of State donation. 

Dr. Thomas Fell, principal of St. John's College, at 
Annapolis, reports : 

**The college has opened for present session with every prospect of 
success. Twenty-five new students have matriculated. 

A new gymnasium nas been erected and equipped with all 
modern appliances. 

The baU grounds have also been levelled and fenced in, and it is 
Intended to add a running track in the course of next year. 

The whole of the college buildings and rooms are lighted by elec- 
tricity and heated by steam." 

The following is the annual report from Washington 
College, of Chestertown: 

''The visitors and Governors of Washington College respectfully 
rei)ort that they have furnished board, tuition, books and station- 
ery free of charge to nine poor students under the Act of 1856, 
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•chapter 219; and also to six other poor students under the Act of 
1874, chapter 282; and in addition to these they have furnished free 
tuition to five indigent students from Chestertown. 

During the collegiate year ending on the last Wednesday in June, 
there were seventy-six students in attendance, being a large in- 
crease in numbers over the attendance of the previous year, and the 
general deportment and progress of the students was most satisfac- 
tory. 

Upon the opening of the present collegiate year, a chair of 
Natural Sciences was established, and Prof. Charles W. Proctor 
was appoint ed thereto. Prof. Proctor comes to us from Berlin with 
a high reputation and has entered upon the discharge of his duties 
with vigor and enthusiasm. 

The faculty is now composed of five professors, all iu the prime 
•of life and in the highest usefulness, and the public can safely ex- 
tend to the college its patronage and support. 

The buildings have, during the year, undergone thorough repairs, 
-and the accommodation for boarding students has been greatly 
Improved, as well as enlarged by putting at their service a building 
until lately occupied by the professors as residences. 

Two new and commodious residences have been erected for the 
principal and vice-principal, and the college is now prepared better 
than ever in all its equipment to educate the young men of the 
State.

The following paper was read by John T. Thompson, 
Esq., and on motion the author was requested to fur- 
nish a copy for publication in the Maryland School 
Report : 

CouiiTY Institutes. 

Teachers should be trained for their work. Of this there can be 
no d6ubt. And among the several agencies having this object — the 
professional training of teachers — in view, are Normal schools, in' 
stitutes, associations, cf)nventions and. reading circles. To-day we 
are to discuss the subject of Institutes. The history of this power- 
ful auxiliary to Normal school training, as well as that of the Nor- 
mal school itself, runs through the whole history of educational 
progress in this land during the past fifty years. The first meeting 
of this kind of which we have any record, was held in the city of 
Hartford, Conn., in the year 1839. This institute, whose sessions 
began in October of that year and continued for six weeks, was 
conducted by Hon. Henry Barnard, Secretary of the State Board 
of Education. He was assisted by an able corps of teachers and 
lecturers, who reviewed the topics then taught in the common 
schools and gave thorough instruction in pedagogics. This insti- 
tute was for males only, and consisted of a class of twenty-six 
young men. In the following year, however, a similar meeting was 
arranged for female teachers. New York held its first institute in 
1843. The sessions lasted two weeks. Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts held institutes in 1845; New Hampshire and Vermont in 1846; 
and Maine in 1847. The western states and territories, which were 
settled largely by emigrants from the states just named, at an early 
date took a deep interest in educational matters, and in several of 
them teachers^ institutes were held prior to the yeax 1850. In many 
of these new states, to some of which I shall have occasion to refer- 
presently, the work of teachers^ institutes is more thoroughly

developed and much more systematically carried on than in our 
own State of Maryland. 

But the importance of this potent factor in the professional edu- 
cation of teachers is now universally recognized. A recent report 
says that all the states of this Union, *'with few exceptions and alsa 
several of the territories (this was printed before the recent whole- 
sale admission of a^number of the latter to statehood), have incor- 
porated ip the school laws a proviso for teachers' institutes, making^ 
attendance compulsory, and, in some instauces, withholding teach- 
ers' certificates and imposing penalties for non-attendance." Chap- 
ter XIII, of the Public School Law of Maryland, is as follows: 

Section 1. — A Teachers' Institute, to continue five days, shall be 
held in each county once a year, and the County Examiner shall be 
present, and shall give Normal instruction to the teachers each 
day. 

Section 2. — The principal of the State Normal School shall fix the 
time of the meeting of the institute, and it shall be the duty of the 
County Examiner to notify each teacher of the time and place of 
meeting. 

Section 3. — These institutes being designed as temporary Normal 
schools, shall be presided over by the principal or one of the pro- 
fessors of the State Normal School, if he can be present, assisted by 
the County Examiner, and any member of the Board of County 
School Commissioners who may choose to attend. 

Section 4. — The President of the Board of County School Commis- 
sioners shall select the place of meeting. 

That is all the law says. No special provision is made to meet 
the expenses of the institute as in some other states. The by-laws 
of the State Board of Education, in defining the duties of the 
County Examiner, simply states that "he shall organize and con- 
duct, once in each year, for his own county, a Teachers' Institute, 
at such time eus, after conference with the principal of the State 
Normal School, may be des^'gnated, and at such place as the presi- 
dent of the County School Board may direct. In this work he 
shall be aided by the principal of the Normal School, or by some 
practical teacher appointed for the purpose." So much for the 
law, and the by-law based thereon, both of which seem sufficiently 
plain and direct. But are their mandates always observed? It il^ 
much to be regretted that they are not. 

In my own county, where their necessity is as imperative, possi-^ 
bly, €U3.in any county of the state, only one regular county insti- 
tute, so called, has been held within my recollection. Teachers' 
Associations, which are regularly held three or four times a year^ 
do some of the work for which the Institute was designed, but they 
do not, and cannot, cover the whole ground. Reading circles, 
another powerful agency for good, are yet in their infancy, and, it 
must be confessed, have not met with that success in our country 
districts that could be desired by all earnest educators. It seems- 
imperative, therefore, that the growing and just demand for im- 
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proved methods in teaching, and for a higher appreciation of the 
duties and responsibilities of that noble calling, shall be secured 
through the instrumentality of a well-conducted teachers' institute. 
In his last annual report of the public schools of the state, the sec- 
retary of the State Board of Education, in speaking of institutes, 
says: 

**I have attended a large number during the year, and by per- 
sonal observation can testify to the almost universal attendance of 
teacheri), to their intelligence and enthusiasm, to the great interest 
manifested by the non-professional public, and to the favorable in- 
fluence exerted upon both the teachers and the citizens who at- 
tended the meetings." Prof. Chaplain, whose learning and zeal 
are recognized by us all, and who has been assigned by the com- 
mittee to discuss this feeble paper of mine, bears even stronger 
testimony than this to their usefulness. In speaking of the meet- 
ing held during the last week of August, in the year 1889, he uses 
the following language: *'The attendance was large; and at its 
close every teacher, I think, was a convert to the *new education,' 
and had resolved to enter the list with the 'reformers,' There are 
now two widely separated schools in our profession, and, for the 
purpose of distinction, let us call them the reformers and the con- 
servatives. We recognize the teachers' institute, as, perhaps, the 
most potent agency provided by law for the improvement of our 
teachers. But we have still much to hope for from the independ- 
ent exertions of our own profession. The teachers of Talbot county 
have never failed to respond when any measures have been pro- 
posed for their own improvement or that of their schools ; and the plan 
of our State Teachers' Reading Circle has been enthusiastically 
received by them. If this plan, so broad in its design, and yet so 
practicable, continues to be pursued with anything like the enthu- 
-siasm with which it has been undertaken, our teachers as a body, 
within a few years, will occupy a plane of professional knowledge 
and literary culture hitherto unknown in this state." 

This concise reference to the two subjects of teachers' institutes 
and teachers' reading circles, in one paragraph and ahnost in one 
sentence, by this eminent educator, suggests the feasibility and 
advisability of combining the work of these two powerful agencies 
for professional and literary advancement. Should there not, in 
this state, be a more intimate connection between these two asso- 
<5iations? And could not the work of the two be developed and pur- 
sued harmoniously and systematically by all the teachers of the 
state? I shall again refer to this point presently in speaking of this 
work in some other states. And right here I shall quote the lan- 
guage of my old friend from Harford, from whom I shall hope to 
hear a few words before this discussion closes, and through whose 
dense ignorance of my own unfitnens for the task, the preparation 
of this paper was assigned to me. "Our rule is to follow the dic- 
tate of the law and hold our annual institute during the first week 
of September. This is our Normal training school where all are 
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both students and teachers. After having feasted for a week upon 
the theories of the enthusiastic beginner on the one hand, and the 
more temperate but not less valuable advice of the experienced 
teacher on the other, together with the help always rendered by 
the faculty of the State Normal School, our teachers begin their 
work with a unanimity of sentiment and a full comprehension of 
their varied duties which naught but many costly blunders in the 
school-room would have otherwise taught them." Thus, it would- 
seem, that one purpose, at least, of the two county institutes to 
which I have referred, is to revive and increase the zeal of the old, 
and to give to the young teacher a clearer conception of his duties 
before entering upon the active work of the new scholastic year. 
The opinions of educators generally, as well as the practices of the 
two just referred to, differ widely as to whether the institute 
should be held on regular school days or during times of vacation. 
The weight of opinion, I believe, is in favor of the former. How- 
ever, I may be willing to revise this statement after hearing the 
views of our friend from Talbot, whose institute was held during 
the last week of the summer vacation. In the annual report fron^ 
which I have just quoted, I note references also, more or less ex- 
tended, to institutes held in the counties of Allegany, Caroline, 
Prince George's, Washington and Worcester. In the last two 
named, the attendance of teachers seems to have been phenomenal. 
I should like to hear from the officials of these counties, as to the 
scope of the work of these institutes, and their success in attaining 
the ends aimed at by them in their respective counties. This will 
certainly be of more value to this association than anything that 
can be advanced by one who has such a limited knowledge as I 
have of the practical workings of this important factor in our edu- 
cational system. 

With this thought foremost in my mind, and for this reason only, 
I have reproduced here the words of some among us whose views 
are worthy of consideration; and for the same reason I shall, as 
briefly and concisely as possible, review the testimony of a few emi- 
nent educators in other pares of our country as to the importance of 
a well-conducted teachers' institute. In the report of the National 
Commissioner of Education for the year 1886-87, on this subject, I 
find the following language, which seems to cover the ground pretty 
thoroughly: 

**Properly managed institutes are useful auxiliaries to Normal 
schools where such exist, and they are important, though not per- 
fect, substitutes where none exist. Even with Normal schools 
established and supported by law, it is absolutely impossible to 
confine instruction in practical pedagogics to these institutions. 
The increase in population in the United States will always create 
a demand for competent teachers which the Normal schools will be 
unable to supply, so that the great body of reserves must rely upon 
the institutes for practical training for their sphere of labor. The 
legitimate and formal province of teachers' institutes, and their 
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direct work, is practical and progressive instruction in methods and 
principles of teaching, and in organizing, conducting and control- 
ing schools. These objects are effected in a variety of ways. The 
managers must consider the educational status of the locality in 
which the institute is held, as well as the most important needs of 
the teachers who are to be instructed. In a community where Nor- 
mal schools of approved excellence have been in operation for some 
years, the institutes may be of short duration. Their aim, under 
such circumstances, is to revive the spirit and confidence of the 
teachers, awaken a pride in the profession, stimulate to self- 
improvement, and, by a progressive course of study and instruction, 
review the branches taught in the schools, and increase the practi- 
cal acquirements of the teachers. 

Where Normal schools are few and small, or not yet establibhed., 
wheie the public as well as the teachers need to be enlightened, 
and where the attendance is voluntary, the institute acquires at 
once much greater importance as a factor in educational training. 
Under such conditions it assumes the proportion and duties of an 
itinerant teachers^ seminary, and very properly extends its sessions 
into weeks instead of days, enlarging the scope of instruction, and 
increasmg the number of methods and appliances for promoting^ 
efficiency and retaining popularity. Many of the mistakes which 
occur in the management of institutes, eus conducted at present, 
arise from want of policy in not allowing this difference to govern 
the amount, kind, and method of instruction given.*^ 

A great deal of solid truth is contained in this brief extract. 
Prom it we gather that teachers^ institutes are primarily designed 
for the instruction of teachers who have received no professional 
training, and that their importance in a community or state is in 
inverse ratio to the proportion of teachers who have passed througli 
a regular course of Normal school training. But, is the untrained 
teacher the only one who is in need of the instruction given through 
the agency ot institutes and similar meetings and eussociations? I 
think that my brethren will agree with me when I say he is not. I 
am free to confess, as I stated in a paper on this subject read at 
Old Point a few years ago, that while some of the best teachers 
under my charge have never received any special training for their 
work, some of the very poorest are graduates of this Normal school. 
I do not say this in disparagement of the Normal school. Perhaps 
it is rather the fault of those of us who permitted such ever to enter 
this school at all. That eminent educator. Prof. McGrew, of Cali- 
fornia, in reviewing the work of the Normal schools in our land, 
uses the following forcible language: "Every state in the Union 
has one or more such schools. These schools have done something, 
but not all that could and should have been done. I must kindly 
say, yet frankly, that many of them are Normal schools only in 
name, for in their work and results they do not differ materially 
from the high school or academy. They have developed but few of 
the normal or professional features, yet they have done much g^ood 
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in giving us better academically prepared teachers with a sprink- 
ling of professional traioing. The graduates may be divided into 
two classes, — those who have tendencies and aspirations for more 
professional knowledge and skill, and those who have a self-sufB- 
ciency and conceit almost unbearable." Now, if my fellow-laborers 
in the cause of education here have never met any of the latter 
class, they have been extremely lucky, for 1 can tell you that an 
hour or two spent in the presence of one of these will produce such 
a degree of mental and physical lassitude as to cause one to wish 
that he was dead or had never been born. 

Possibly the **self-sufficiency and conceit" of such as these would 
be reduced to a minimum, if not entirely eradicated, by a rigid 
course of instruction in a constantly recurring institute, which 
would ever stand as a pillar of cloud by day and a pillar of fire by 
night to guide them on their way, and would ever serve as a visible 
reminder that the sum of human knowledge and professional skill 
can not be attained by the average mortal in a few short terms at- 
tendance at the noble institution of Jetters and pedagogic lore that 
even this grand old Normal School of ours is admitted by all of us 
ix> be. From the last printed annual report of the public schools of 
Maryland, we find there are 2,147 teachers employed in the white 
schools of the twenty-three counties of the state, and 991 in the 
-city of Baltimore, making a grand total of 8,138 in the entire state. 
From the 25th Annual Catalogue of the State Normal School, we 
find that the total number of graduates of this institution from 1866 
to 1889, inclusive, is only 699. Of this number, we are informed that 
■37 are dead, 115 are married, and that 58 have been otherwise dis- 
posed of, leaving only 489 engaged in ''teaching when last heard 
from." Thus only a little over one-seventh, or about 15 percent, of 
the whole number of white teachers in this state, are graduates of 
the Maryland State Normal School. As to how many are graduates 
of other Normal schools I have no knowledge. I believe there Is 
-only one teacher in Howard county who comes under this head. 
liet other counties speak for themselves. NoWj in the white 
schools under my charge, there are 46 teachers, of whom 12 are 
.^adnates of this Normal school, 9 spent a few terms, or perhaps a 
year or two here, one was educated in the Normal school of a neigh- 
boring state, and the rest, numbering 24, or more than one-half, 
were never within the walls of this or any other Normal school in 
-oar land. Some other counties may be able to make a better show- 
* ing than this, but I doubt if many of them can. Thus we see, that 
-«ven if the institure were designed exclusively, and not simply 
primarily, for fitting raw recruits for their work, the necessity for 
them would be so urgent, and their usefulness so apparent, as to 
demand our most earnest and thoughtful consideration at this 
time. 

Now a few words as to the mode of conducting the institute, ar- 
jranging the program, &c. And nothing that I can say on this 
point will add ond- tenth as much to the value of this discussion as 
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the words and saggestions of those who have had a large experi- 
ence in this work. Prof. McGrew, from whom I have already 
quoted, in a paper on the institutes of California, in a number of 
which he had taken an active part as instructor and conductor, 
enumerates the following defects and abuses of the county system, 
there, some of which may not be altogether peculiar to the insti- 
tutes of his own state: 

"(1.) The average time, about three days, is entirely too short to 
do much good. If the whole time were given to it, not even one- 
subject could be taken up thoroughly, much less from six to ten. 
Think of considering a whole science in its professional aspects in 
forty minutes I The institute scarcely gets into readiness to work 
when it has to adjourn. So the session is little more than a formal 
gathering. 

(2.) The institute is made, four times out of five, a parliamentary 
body. It should be a professional school, with the county superin- 
tendent as manager. * * * I cannot see the necessity of 
electing all the resident ministers and physicians vice-presidents. 
* * Much valuable time is often wasted in this way. 

(3.) The crude, unpractical, and unprofessional methods of work 
adopted. After a program has been prepared for the session it is- 
not an uncommon thing to see all sorts of motions entertained and 
discussed, proposing to do something entirely outside of the work 
and aims of a teachers' institute." **Our Normal Institutes," says 
the professor, **should be short term professional training schools, 
held during the summer and winter vacations. A professional 
course of study of three or four years should be prepared by the 
State Superintendent or State Board, and should be general, defi- 
nite, and so flexible that it can be adjusted to the varying condi- 
tions and needs in the different counties, and at the same time 
secure a suflQcient degree of uniformity. * * * It should 
provide for a completion of the course by teachers, and some legal 
recognition of such work by authorities, thus stimulating attend- 
ance and forming a class of teachers for our common schools." 

Now, these eminently wise suggestions are made in behalf of 
education in a state that already has a magnificent public school 
system, and that has probably among her teachers a much larger 
proportion of Normal School graduates than we have. Attendance 
on the institutes in California is made compulsory, and certificates 
have been revoked because of non-attendance. 

In Wisconsin we learn that the county institutes are under the 
supervision of the board of regents of the several Normal Schools, 
and the State Superintendent of Instruction, and that the institute 
work ia developed by means of a "syllabus" provided by a commit- 
tee for the use of the instructors. One of the professors of each of 
several Normal schools is specially employed in institute work 
daring a portion of each year. During the year 1887-88, eighty-four 
institutes were held in that state, varying in length from two days- 
to two weeks, with one of four weeks duration. Besides the five

regular conductors, forty-five assistants "were employed. The total 
cost of these institutes, including salaries of conductors, printing 
and incidental expenses, wa«« (6,912.81, which sum, as I understand 
it, was taken from the Normal school fund of the state. The State 
Superintendent of Winconsin, in a paper read before the National 
Association, at its meeting in Washington, in February, 1888, takes 
the ground that the local * ^superintendent should be assisted in 
the work of the institute by one or more persons who are something 
more than successful teachers, assistants who see clearly the laws 
of mental growth and power and the unfolding of the branches to 
be taught in harmony with these laws. They should see the evo- 
lution of the child's moral nature, and know what management 
will guide it from the conditions of obedience to authority and ex- 
ternal requirements, to the conditions of self-control and obedience 
to moral law. They must know the attainments of the teachers 
whom they instruct, must understand the conditions under which 
their work is done, and be apt in turning to account varied experi- 
ences as a means of lifting into consciousness the idea and prin- 
ciples that underlie successful teaching and management.^* 

From some remarks on this paper submitted by State Superin- 
tendent Edwards, of Illinois, I obtain the following information in 
regard to the institutes of his state: *^The regular institutes are 
mostly held during the snmmer vacation. They are conducted 
under the direction and authority of the county superintendents of 
schools. But the instructors employed must be licensed by the 
State Superintendent. The county superintendent fixes the course 
of study, appoints the conductor and instructors, with the qualifi- 
cation just named, and determines every question that arises con- 
cerning the management of the institute. The law requires that 
the institute shall continue at least five days. As a matter of fact, 
in most cases, it continues from two to four weeks. The course of 
study is commonly both academic and professional, and probably 
in no institute held in the state is the work exclusively professional 
or. exclusively academic.** 

from this statement it would seem that the system in Illinois is, 
in some respects, similar to our own. This is specially true with refer- 
ence to the arrangement of the ^'program,** or course of instruction. 
But, from a recent report of the schools of Illinois, I find that 
the county superintendents of that state, after the manner of the 
board of regents of Wisconsin, have also prepared a '^syllabus,** or 
program of what is to be done at these institutes, and how to do it. 
This work consists of sixteen sections, embracing pedagogy, lan- 
^age, reading, dictionary work and spelling, penmanship, number, 
geography, zoology, botany, drawing, grammar, physiology and 
hygiene. United States history, the history of the formation of the 
Constitution, civics, physics, and finally, morals and manners. The 
course of instruction in each is fully outlined. The work of the sec- 
tion on pedagogics, for instance, is distributed into five topics, each 
occupying a part of each of the five days of the institute week. 
Minute and detailed directions are given under each topic. 
4 
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In tbe di8CU88ioii on the subject of Institutes, to 'which I have 
already referred, State Superintendent Draper, of New York, advo- 
cated the holding of institutes in term time, and not in vacation. 
The attendance should be compulsory, and teachers should be paid 
for theii: time, the same as though they were teaching. Institute 
work should not be left exclusively to the local authorities. The 
New York system is to hold institutes at fixed .times, designated by 
the county commissioners. All the expenses are paid from the 
state treasury. There is a regular corps of institute teachers, -who 
are each paid $2,500 a year. One conductor is assigned to each in- 
stitute. He, in connection vrith the local committee, prepares the 
program, which is printed weeks before the institute opens. 
Each teacher in attendance is requested to ask questions and make 
suggestions, and it is thus made a real teachers^ institute. In this 
same discussion Prof. Newell criticized the method of conducting 
institutes that tend8 to leave the teachers with a mass of unassimi- 
lated matter and want of harmony in the instruction given in them. 
Much contradictory instruction, he says, is given by hobbyists, 
tending to confuse the teach<^rs rather than to aid them to better 
work. He also favors combining the institute and reading circle. 
Many of the defects noted by Prof. Newell and others could be cor- 
rected by having a regular course of study and instruction, followed 
by a program for each meeting or session, containing details and 
outline of the work to be done, all arranged under the supervision 
of a committee or board of directors appointed for that purpose. 
Such a program, we learn, was first prepared by the State Board of 
Education of Indiana in 1881. Two years later there was a demand 
for another outline, and the state superintendent appointed a com- 
mittee composed of five county superintendents to prepare, under 
his direction, the plan of county institute work for that year. This 
had the form of a program of a school. There were five days of 
work, each beginning at nine in the morning and ending at four in 
the evening, with an interval of an hour and a-half at noon. No 
nonsense was allowed, and only a short time was alio ted for organ- 
izing the institute for active work. Forty minutes of each day were 
devoted to the "Science of Teaching," the subject matter of which 
was distributed under five heads, one for each day. 

In a paper on this subject, read before the Teachers^ Association 
of Indiana, the writer uses the following language: "For the meet- 
ing place (of the institute) a school-house is better than a court- 
room, public hall or church, which have neither the apparatus nor 
the 'atmosphere' of a school. The meeting should begin promptly 
on Monday. Two instructors should be employed, and six, at most 
seven, daily lessons of forty minutes each, is all that should be 
given. Certain definite lines of thought should be adopted on Mon- 
day and carried through the week, thus giving opportunity to pre- 
sent a series of connected lessons. It should be understood that the 
county institute is|a professional meeting, entertainment being inci- 
dental, and that it is not a place for academical work. The profes- 
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«ional features are the history of education, the science of ednca ' 
tion, methods of primary instruction in the various grades, school 
management, moral instruction and psychology.*' 

I -will also state here that in Indiana they have a ^Township** in- 
stitute, that meets on one Saturday of each month during the 
scholastic year. The course of instruction is fully outlined, and is 
largely based upon the work of the Reading Circle, which is in a 
most flourishing condition in that state. Indeed, we are informed 
that '*the work of the circle reaches every county in the state, and 
in thirty counties, almost every school district. In ten counties the 
work of the circle is made a part of the contract of every teacher.*' 
These are some of the fruits of a regular ai^d systematic course of 
instruction and reading, arranged and enforced by the state and 
•county authorities. Why should not we make an effort, at least, 
to attain the same results, and in the same way, instead of trusting 
to the hap-hazzard of our present system, or lack of pystem, of 
county institutes, let there be a course of institute work for each 
year, throughout the counties of the state; and to avoid annual 
repetition and chance, as Prof. Draper says, let it be, like the work 
of our reading circle, ''continuous from year to year and year after 
year for three or four years." And, as Prof. McGrew observes, let 
there be some legal recognition of this work on the part of the au- 
thorities. And might not an obligation to pursue this work .be in- 
corporated into every teacher's contract? And, instead of granting 
life certificates to first grade teachers who have taught seven years, 
and five of these in this state, miirht it not be well to grant such 
certificates to all competent teachers who can produce sufficient 
evidence of having followed tbe established course of institute 
work for a similar length of time? Why should we establish a Nor- 
mal school at vast expense to the state and make so much ado 
about it for the education of one-seventh of our teachers, and leave 
the professional training of the great majority to the uncertain and 
desultory instruction given in our present county institutes and 
associations? 

I have said that we hold no'institutes in Howard county. But I 
do not wish to be unjust to my county or unjust to myself. I will 
explain. I aim to do some of the work of both institute and read- 
ing circle in our quarterly associations. The program is generally 
arranged by a committee of which I am chairman. I discourage, 
as far as possible, the reading of formal essays by teachers, in which 
they are apt to draw upon their fancy and imagination, and instead 
of telling what to do and how they do it, they present to their ad- 
miring and applauding fellow- workers an idealistic scheme that 
partakes of the nature of the baseless fabric of an ''iridescent 
dream." This is not what the teachers want. They need some- 
thing practical. Mr. Perkins, in his address to this association one 
year ago, used the following language: "As an additional aid to 
teachers I would suggest that they be allowed once during the 
school year to visit and observe the methods of some other teacher, 
the teacher to be vi«ited to be selected by the examiner." 
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I will state here that this practice has been commended and en- 
couraged by the school board of Howard county ever since I have 
been its executive officer. And, sometimes, when I find that a 
teacher is successful, above her fellows, in teaching a certain branch 
to a certain grade, I request her to bring her class to the associa- 
tion, and show to the other teachers how it is done. This useful 
object lesson is much enjoyed by all; and the little ones, too, enter 
into the scheme with a great deal of pleasure, and reckon it a mark 
of distinction to be called upon for such an exhibition. About a 
year ago Prof. Smith, of this school, favored us with a lecture on 
drawing, the teaching of which is yet in its infancy in our county. 
To-morrow, if I am not disappointed in my hopes, I shall see our 
place of meeting transformed into a school-room, with a class or 
two of bright-eyed and eager children, under the charge of their 
teachers, busy with crayon and pencil, showing to all how well this 
subject can be taught to our primary grades. A part of the day^ 
also, has been set apart for the work of the reading circle. Thus, 
it will be seen that, in our own way, we are trying to do some of the 
work that can better be done by a regular and systematic course of 
institute instruction. 

Let us consider this subject well to-day; and, if deemed advisable^ 
let us appoint a committee to prepare a course of study, or * 'sylla- 
bus," for the coming year. And, after awhile, we may have a 
school journal in which the outlines of this work, as well as that of 
the reading circle, may be published from time to time. As to how 
great the expense of all this will be, or how it is to be met, I cannot 
say. But I think, in future, if anything is to come of this, all the 
expenses, as well as the expenses of sach meetings as we hold to- 
day and others of like character, ought to come out of a fund to be 
provided by the state for such purposes. And, to accomplish all 
that we could wish in this direction, there is absolute need of a 
*more perfect union'' of the county superintendents of this state. 
Is not such a union as they have in other states practicable in this? 
If not, why not? We cannot all be members of the state board at 
once, perhaps, bat might not the county executives hold two or 
three such meetings as this every year? And might not the State 
of Maryland be induced to pay all the expenses of these meetings,, 
including the necessary travelling expenses of the members to and 
from this city? Would not such meetings be worth the cost? But 
our imperfect law stands in the way! Let us revise the law, and 
move on with the procession. If a committee cannot be appointed 
by this association to draft a new and more liberal school law for 
submission to the Legislature at its next session, might we not, at 
least, urge upon that Legislature the importance of naming a com- 
mission of experts to revise and recast the whole public school law 
of this grand old commonwealth? 
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Committee on Institutes. 

On motion, the following committee was appointed 
by the president to prepare a report on County Insti- 
tutes, to be submitted to the next meeting of the asso- 
xjiation, viz: E. B. Prettyman, John T. Thompson, H. 
G. Weimer, Alex. Chaplain and Thomas Perry. 

Legislation. 

The last General Assembly passed or amended seven 
Public General Laws and passed one Joint Resolution 
relating in whole or in part to public schools. 

Chapter 157, re-enacts Section 5, of Article LXXVII, 
of the Code, providing for appointment r^f the State 
Board of Education by the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

Chapter 268, provides for the appointment of County 
School Commissioners in Calvert and St. Mary's Coun- 
ties, by the Governor, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. 

Chapter 323 incorporates the ''Maryland State Teach- 
ers' Association" with ''power to organize, manage 
and direct a State teachers' reading circle, and adopt 
therefor a course of study in pedagogy, general litera- 
ture, &c., and to grant to such members as shall satis- 
factorily complete the first year's course of study, and 
the second year's course of study, and the third year's 
course of study, a certificate to that effect, and to such 
members as shall complete the full course of study, the 
association may grant the honorary degree of Master of 
the Science of Teachings, and to teachers of learning, 
merit and acknowledged professional skill, the associa- 
tion may grant by and with the advice and consent of 
the State Board of Education the honorary degree of 
doctor of pedaiiogy. 

Chapter 3'M provides that the County School Commis- 
sioners shall make their Annual Report to the State 
Board of Education "on or before tlae first day of Octo- 
ber,^^ in every year, instead of on or before the fifteenth 
-day of November; — and that "the financial reports of 
the Schools of the State shall be made up, and rendered 
to the thirty-first day of July, inclusive, of each and

every year," instead of to the thirtieth day of Septem- 
ber. 

Chapter 500 makes appropriations for the support of 
public schools for the fiscal year ending on the thirtieth 
day of September, 1891. And also appropriates to the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Frederick, for the education, 
of deaf and dumb, $25,000; and to the Maryland School 
for the Blind, for the education of the Deaf and Dumb 
and Blind Colored Children of the State, $7,000. 

Chapter 452 makes appropriations for the support of 
schools, &c., for the fiscal year ending on the thirtieth 
day of September, 1892, and also appropriates to the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Frederick for the education 
of deaf and dumb, $25,000; and to the Maryland School 
for the Blind for the education of the Deaf and Dumb- 
and Blind Colored Children of the State, $7,000. 

Chapter 469 appropriates annually for two years to 
Enapp's English German Institute for training and 
education of indigent mutes, $1,200; to the Baltimore^ 
Manual Labor School, $2,000; to the Maryland Institute^ 
for the promotion of mechanic arts, $6,000; to St. Mary's 
Industrial School, $15,000; to Western Maryland Col- 
lege, $1,300; to Maryland Agricultural College, $6,000;. 
to the Asylum and School for Training Feeble-Minded 
of the State of Maryland, $5,000. 

Chapter 511 provides that the bond of the Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Board of County School Commis- 
sioners, in lieu of the security provided for in Section 
67, Article LXXVII, of the Code, "may have the 
security of any deposit or trust company, or other simi- 
lar company duly incorporated under the laws of this 
State, and having by law the power to act as said 
security. 

Joint Kesolution No. 9 authorizes and requests "the 
Attorney- General to appear for the State in certain pro- 
ceedings c »ntemplated to be taken by the trustees of 
Patapsco Female Institute for the dissolution thereof.*' 

At the same session of the General Assembly, the fol- 
lowing Acts relating to public edifcation were also- 
passed: 
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Chapter 23 provides that one-half of certain fines for 
violation of the law relating to catching fish in St. 
Mary's county shall be paid to the school commissioners 
for the benefit of the public schools of St. Mary's 
county. 

Chapter 37 empowers and directs the County Commis- 
sioners of St. Mary's County to levy a suflSicient sum, of 
money for the building of a school-house for colored 
children in the second election district of St. Mary's 
County. 

Chapter 173 appropriates annually the sum of $300 for 
the support of the Havre de Grace Academy. 

Chapter 174 appropriates the sum of three hundred 
and ninety dollars and forty-eight cents, to pay sundry 
bills for repairs to the State Normal School building, in 
the years 1888 and 1889. 

Chapter 279 authorizes and directs the payment to 
the County School Commissioners of Carroll County, of 
the sum of twenty-two hundred dollars (the accumula- 
tion in the state treasury of the annual allowance to the 
Manchester Academy for iiwenty years), and the annual 
payment hereafter of two hundred dollars; for the main- 
tenance of the public school in the town of Manchester, 
during four terms in every school year; and also author- 
izes and directs the annual payment to the trustees of 
the Western Maryland College the sum of one thousand 
dollars; for providing free tuition to at least two pupils 
from each election district in Carroll county. 

Chapter 299 authorizing and empowering the trustees 
of the Centreville Academy of Queen Anne's county to 
convey its property to the Board of School Commission- 
ers of Queen Anne's county, to establish and maintain 
a high school in Centreville. 

Chapter 342 appropriatmg the sum of one thousand, 
five hundred and forty-one dollars and seventy- nine 
cents to the school commissioners of Garrett county for 
the proper proportion of the state school tax for said 
county, for the year 1890. 

Chapter 481 authorizes the trustees of the academy at 
Easton, in Talbot county, to convey to the county 
school commissioners of Talbot county, their real estate 
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and to give and set over to the same their money and 
investments, for the maintenance of a public high 
school in said town. 

Chapter 554, for the relief of St. John's College from 
a debt of eighteen thousand, eight hundred dollars for 
many years resting upon said college, appropriates the 
sum of six thousand dollars annually for two years, to 
be applied to the payment of said debt. 

It has given me great pleasure, besides visiting a few 
of the schools, to attend two county institutes, and 
three county teachers' associations, and to meet person- 
ally many of the School Commissioners, Examiners and 
teachers of the state during the present school year. 
The attendance at institutes and associations embraced 
all the teachers of the respective counties, except a very 
few whose absence was accounted for satisfactorily to 
the Examiner. The monthly reports of the Examiners 
have been very carefully read. The annual reports of 
the County Commissioners to be incorporated into this 
state report have also been thoroughly studied. From 
these opportunities for observation and sources of in- 
formation I am deeply impressed with the earnestness 
and the devotion of the teachers and oflftcials to the 
cause of public education. And, though there are diflS- 
culties very apparent in the struggle for progress and 
improvement, there is evident a wide spread and deter- 
mined purpose to succeed that is very encouraging. I 
beg to express my high appreciation of the uniform 
courtesy extended to me by all with whom my duties 
have brought me into association. I hope to be able to 
respond thereto by work, rather than iDy words. 

Some suggestions have occurred to me as proper for 
this report, but as the many good sucrgestions that have 
been made by others have in common one chief obsta- 
cle, the want of money, it may, perhaps, be best for all 
who are interested in public education (and who is not?) 
to join in the effort to concentrate and give expression 
to public opinion with such force that our next Legisla- 
ture will yield to the oft-repeated and urgent request to 
increase the school tax, to not less than the rate of 
twplve c^nts on the one hundred dollars. 
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'County levies for school purposes have been generally 
increased, showing public sentiment. Is it not time for 
dJieState.to respond liberally?

Dear Sir: — We have the honor to herewith sabmit the annual 
report of the Public Schools of St. Mary's County. 

The term of office of the present Board and Examiner dates from 
the 5th of May last, and this short time has enabled us to know but 
little of the work being done in the school room.

Report of the Public Schools of Washington County, for the yeal 
ended July Slst, 1800. 

Our annual enrollment it* about one hundred leas than for the 
year 1889, and this, I think, may be attributed to the prevalence 
durinf? the year, and in every section of the country, of the disorder 
known as "La Grippe. '' 

The average attendance is slightly larger, however, than it was 
last year, indeed, we cannot expect any considerable increase in 
the enrollment in this county with the slow increase of population. 
We believe that noching but a compulsory school law could increase 
our school attendance, if even that exp^edient were available for 
the purpose, since upon comparison, I think, we have a larger en- 
rollment than any other county in the state in proportion to popu- 
lation. 

I have nothing specially new to report in achoolwork, except that 
last year, we attempted to teach Drawing in every school in the 
county. The attempt, under the circumstances, in the absence of 
special training of teachers for the work, was of course, experi- 
mental, but it has produced such excellent results that we have, 
DOW, no doubt of ultimate success.
